ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL 
OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  1937. 


To  the  Chairman  a7id  Members  of  the 
Beverley  Rural  District  Council. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 

1937. 


The  general  health  of  the  district  is  satisfactory.  The 
number  of  births  was  245,  giving  a birth-rate  of  14.58. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  disease,  excluding  the  Mental 
Hospital,  was  227,  giving  a death-rate  of  13.5. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  13,  and  of 
Scarlet  Fever  18,  which  is  a decrease  on  last  year’s  figures 
of  21. 


There  were  16  new  notifications  of  Tuberculosis;  the 
number  of  cases  on  the  Register  is  61,  which  is  an  increase 
of  12  on  last  year. 

It  will  be  noted  in  a later  part  of  this  Report  that 
the  work  of  the  Department  has  increased  enormously,  and 
I see  no  prospects  of  it  diminishing. 

There  are  25  Parishes  in  the  area,  24  of  which  have 
Parish  Councils,  and  one  a Parish  Meeting. 

The  inhabitants  are  largely  employed  in  Agriculture, 
but  many  find  industrial  employment  in  the  City  of  Hull  or 
the  Borough  of  Beverley. 
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The  chief  local  industries  are  Shiphuilding,  Chemical 
Works,  Aircraft  Construction,  Cement  Works,  and  Spelter 
Manufacture.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  obtained  from 
many  sources.  In  the  agricultural  villages  water  is  chiefly 
obtained  from  wells,  bores,  springs  and  rain-water  tanks, 
while  the  residential  areas  are  provided  with  a mains  supply. 

The  Southern  portion  of  the  District  is  provided  with 
a mains  water  supply  by  the  Hull  Corporation  and  the 
Elloughton  and  Brough  Water  Company,  together  with  a 
small  private  company. 

Similarly,  parts  of  the  Parishes  adjacent  to  the 
Borough  cf  Beverley  are  sujiplied  by  water  taken  in  bulk 
from  tlie  Beverley  Ccrpcraticn,  and  various  ether  Parishes  in 
the  Northern  portion  of  the  District  have  small  private  works. 

Small  extensions  of  mains  liave  been  carried  out  by 
the  Council  in  the  Parish  of  Molescroft  adjacent  to  the 
Borough  of  Beverley  to  meet  the  requirements  of  building 
development  in  that  locality.

At  the  moment  tlie  Council  liave  under  consideration 
two  Sell  ernes  of  Water  Supply,  one  to  supply  tlie  High  Level 
Wold  Farms  at  Walkington  and  Rowle}^,  together  with  the 
Parishes  of  Bishop  Burton,  Cherry  Burton,  Leconfield,  and 
Newbald.  The  second  Scheme  is  to  supply  the  Parish  of 
Lund,  which  at  present  is  dependent  upon  wells. 

The  fcrnier  Scheme  will  he  part  of  a Regional  Water 
Undertaking  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Howdeii 
R.D.C.,  and  the  supply  for  Lund  will  be  taken  in  bulk  from 
the  water  mains  of  the  Driffield  R.D.C.

SE  WEB  AGE  AND  DB  AINAGE. 

No  major  works  of  Sewerage  or  Sewage  Disposal  have 
been  undertaken  during  the  past  year  and  the  position 
remains  substantially  as  it  did  at  the  end  of  1936. 

The  Council  are,  however,  fully  alive  to  their 
responsibilities  in  this  matter  and  to  this  end  they  have  given 
instructions  for  the  jrreparation  of  a comprehensive  scheme 
of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  in  the  Parish  of  Molescroft. 
This  Parish,  situate  on  the  Borough  Boundary,  is  raj^idly 
developing  and  is  in  part  drained  to  the  Borough  Sewer, 
but  the  remainder  is  dependant  upon  cesspools  for  Sewage 
Disix)sal. 

The  Parishes  of  Elloughton,  Brantingham  (part), 
Swanland,  North  Ferriby  and  Welton,  having  a combined 
acreage  of  10,252  and  a population  of  4,830  (1931  Census) 
(which  is  a percentage  of  11.2  per  cent,  and  30.4  per  cent, 
of  the  area  and  population  respectively)  have  complete 
systenis  of  sewerage  ultimately  discharging  into  the  Biver 
Humber  through  various  outfalls. 

The  Sche're  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  for  the 
Pari>h  of  Walkingtcn  has  now  been  in  operation  for  a full 
year  and  is  working  satisfactorily.  The  efficiency  cf  tlie  flow 
regulating  apparatu.s  has  been  fully  demonstrated  during  the 
year  and  has  ensured  that  during  periods  of  very  heavy  rains 
the  flow  through  the  works  has  been  kept  within  the  limits 
for  which  it  was  designed.  Below  I set  out  the  flow  for  the 
year  through  the  works,  which  illustrates  the  extent  to  which 
storm-water  influences  the  flow.  The  figures  given  are  only 
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of  the  Sewage  which  is  given  full  treatment  at  the  works, 
and  does  not  take  into  account  flows  decanted  by  the  two 
storm-water  overflows.

Constant  attention  is  being  paid  to  premises  within 
the  various  areas  served  by  sewerage  systems,  and  a 
substantial  number  of  houses  have  been  re-drained  and 
connected  to  the  sewers. 

SCAVENGING. 

Scavenging  Schemes  are  in  operation  in  the  Parishes 
of  Elloughton,  Swanland,  Welton,  Wawne  (part)  and  North 
Ferriby,  the  work  being  carried  out  by  Contract  in  respect 
of  the  first  4 Parishes  and  by  Direct  Labour  in  respect  of 
North  Ferriby. 

Due  to  the  continually  increasing  number  of  houses 
in  the  Parishes  of  Elloughton,  Welton,  Swanland  and  North 
Ferriby  it  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  re-consider  the 
Scavenging  arrangements  for  these  Parishes  and  it  was 
decided  to  institute  a joint  scheme  for  the  whole  of  these 
Parishes  and  for  the  work  to  be  carried  out  by  Direct  Labour 


HOUSING. 

It  is  in  this  direction  that  the  Councirs  activities 
have  been  greatest,  but  the  results  will  not  become  apparent 
until  it  is  j)Ossib]e  to  complete  the  action  already  taken  by 
securins:  the  demolition  of  the  Unfit  houses. 

O 
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During  the  yeaig  43  Clearance  Areas  have  been 
declared  involving  141  houses  and  action  has  also  been  takcji 
in  respect  of  138  houses  to  secure  either  their  Demolition^ 
Closing,  or  the  giving  of  an  Undertaking  by  the  Owner  to 
repair  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 

The  Public  Inquiries  necessary  have  been  held  in 
ccnnection  with  these  Clearance  Areas  and  confirmation  of 
such  Areas  has  been  received  from  the  Minister  of  Health. 
A further  Eeport  is  being  presented  to  the  Council  in 
January  of  1938  recommending  the  declaration  of  a further 
19  Clearance  Areas  and  the  takino-  of  action  under  Sec.  11 
of  the  1936  Housing  Act  in  respect  of  31  Individual  Unfit 
Houses. 


The  presentation  O’!  this  Report  will  only  leave  one 
Division  to  be  inspected  and  reported  upon  to  complete  the 
Councirs  programme  so  far  as  it  relates  to  those  houses 
which  are  likely  to  warrant  either  Demolition  or  very 
extensive  re-conditioning.  The  completion  of  action  on  this 
first  part  of  the  Housing  Programme  will  enable  the  Council 
to  proceed  with  that  other  important  section,  viz.  securing  the 
repair  of  those  houses  not  in  such  a state  to  wirraiiL 
demolition. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  by  the  Council  to  secure  the 
repair  and  re-ccuditioning  of  dwellings  but  considerable 
difficulty  is  being  encountered  due  to  the  low  rents  charged, 
wliich  in  many  cases  makes  it  impossible  to  carry  out  the 
required  works  at  an  econonn'c  cost.  This  applies  particularly 
in  the  case  of  tlie  smaller  houses,  consisting  generally  of  a 
Living-rcom,  Scullery,  and  a Bedroom  with  a small  lean-to 
room  over  the  Scullery,  which,  although  designated  by  the 
Owner  and  Occupier  as  a Bedroom  falls  considerable  short  of 
the  requirements  as  to  the  minimum  area  for  Bedrooms  and 
it  is  unfcrtiinate  that  this  type  of  house  predominates  in  the 
Rural  District. 
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The  duty  of  supplying  property  owners  witli 

Permitted  Numbers  ” under  the  provisions  of  part  IV  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1936,  entails  much  extra  work,  and  time 
that  otherwise  would  be  spent  on  routine  inspections  is  taken 
up  in  the  measurement  of  houses  and  calculation  of  these 
numbers. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  have 
appointed  an  Architectural  Assistant,  whose  duties  are  to 
deal  with  all  matters  relating  to  the  erection  of  new  houses 
required  to  re-house  displaced  persons.  Plans  of  various 
types  of  houses  have  been  prepared  and  care  has  been  taken 
to  provide  alternative  elevations  for  each  type.  Specifica- 
tions have  also  been  drawn  up  and  negotiations  commenced 
for  the  aioquisition  of  sites.  As  soon  as  sites  are  available, 
contracts  will  be  prepared  and  the  necessary  work  put  in 
hand.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

There  have  been  2 additions  to  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Register  during  the  year,  bringing  the  total  up  to  582, 
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The  regular  routine  inspection  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  year,  of  cowsheds  and  Dairies  throughout  the 
district,  and  Statutory  Notices  were  served  in  cases  where 
the  existing  premises  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
above  Order,  as  a result  of  which  a steady  improvement  has 
been  maintained  in  the  condition  of  milk-producing  premises 
generally,  and  as  a natural  result  of  this  improvement  many 
producers  have  taken  out  licences  for  special  designated  milk. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

A Supplementary  Licence  to  retail  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  has  been  issued  to  one  milk  purveyor. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Eegulations,  1924. 

The  inspection  of  meat  is  systematically  carried  out 
week  by  week  throughout  the  whole  year,  according  to 
notices  of  slaughtering  received.  The  general  quality  of  the 
animals  slaughtered  is  very  good,  and  only  a very  small 
pro|x;rtion  of  the  meat  has  been  found  to  be  diseased  and 
unfit  for  food.
